Mr. Merrifleld, 
who 
is 
p robably 
.better known as “Tornado .Jim,” was 
born in Scranton, Pa., in 1844. 
At 
18, he enlisted in the 88th Illinois, in 
the month of Aug ust. 18G2, and served 
in the Union army until the close of 
the war, in 1865. 
He beg an his railroad career at 
Scranton as a brakeman on the Dela­ 
ware, Lackawanna & 
Western, 
and 
in 1868 was p romoted to conductor. 
He went to Sedalia, Mo., in March, 
1870, and enlisted with the Missouri 
Pacific, Ap ril 4, first as a brakeman. 
He was p romoted to p asseng er con­ 
ductor June 7, 187o. From December, 
1882, to Ap ril, 1884, he 
served 
as 
trainmaster. 
In tfle latter 
y ear 
he 
resumed work in the train service as 
p asseng er conductor, and has been 
actively in the service ever since. 
These are the dry facts 
in 
this 
long record of faithful service. 
Mr. 
Merrifleld naturally has encountered 
many ex p eriences, thrilling and other­ 
wise, during the forty y ears. 
One ex p erience, wffiich g ave him the 
title of “Tornado Jim,” very nearly 
cost him his life. 
On February 23, 
1875, a tornado destroy ed Houstonia, 
Mo. Mr. Merrifield’s train 
had 
just 
reached the station, and, seeing the 
funnel-shap ed cloud ap p roaching , he 
g ot his p asseng ers 
out. 
marshaled 
them behind the 
railway 
embank­ 
ment and almost breathlessly awaited 
the storm. 
Mr. Merrifleld, feeling that he had 
safely entrenched his band of p assen­ 
g ers behind breastworks, was a bit 
curious to see the tornado. 
He had 
met a few little flurries of bullets in 
his time as a soldier and with his 
old training of “keep ing an ey e on 
the enemy ,” he p oked his head up 
over the bank. 
Tha t second the storm struck, de­ 
molished p ractically every house in 
Houstonia, blew the 
train 
coaches 
over the p asseng ers, and shot the in­ 
quisitive conductor throug h a hedg ^ 
row and 
slammed 
him 
ag ainst 
a 
board fence. 
He finally g ot back to 
his charg e, set to work straig htening 
out the wreck and has been know’a as 
“Tornado Jim ” ever since. 
Mr. Merrifleld has one son, W. E. 
Merrifleld, who is sup erintendent of 
the Illinois division of the Missouri 
Pacific-Iron Mountain, with headquar­ 
ters at Chester, Bl. 
Veteran, as he now is, Mr. Merri- 
field laug hing ly say s that if he did 
not ex p ect to remain in active service 
with the Missouri 
Pacific 
another 
forty y ears, he would beg in worrj ing 
about his health.

larg e numbers of Americans from the 
canal zone usually sp end their vaca­ 
tions; the Cartag o club and the new 
cathedral fronting on the p laza, wffiich 
is in course of construction. 
Many were still living in tents, as 
the result of the recent earthquakes. 
The National theater in San Jose 
was considerably damag ed and some 
damag e was done to the p resident’s 
p alace. 
Several busineijb building s 
w’ere wrecked. 
President Timinez ordered out the 
troop s to assist in restoring order, 
both here and at Cartag o, and to re­ 
lieve the distress of the p eop le.

According to the statements made 
by Mirs Cap ora, her 
mother, 
Mrs. 
Lena Cap ora, and her sister, Mary , 
the g irl killed Marrone to save her 
own life. 
Eariy y esterday afternoon Marrone 
called at the Cap ora home to visit, 
his fiancee. 
The coup le had been en­ 
g ag ed for about a y ear, according to 
a Sicilian custom of the father intro­ 
ducing to his daug hter a man whom 
he would have for a son-in-law. 
Marrone was insanely jealous and 
had often threatened 
to 
kill 
Miss 
Cap ora. 
Yesterday afternoon, when 
he called at the Cap ora home, he had 
a 38-calibre revolver and a stilleto. 
The women say that jii it as soon as 
he entered the house he commenced 
threatening Josep hine and drew the 
p istol and stilleto. 
The g irl p leaded with him and he 
laid the p istol and the knife on 
a 
stand. 
Instantly the g irl sp rang to 
the p lace where the weap ons lay and 
before Marrone could reach her she 
took up the revolver and fired five 
shots in rap id succession at Marrone, 
every one of which took effect. When 
Marrone’s body fell to the floor the 
g irl snatched 
up 
the 
kuife 
and 
p lung ed it into his 
breast. 
In 
her 
statement to Cap tain W alter Whit- 
sett she said: 
“I believe that if I had not killed 
Marrone he would have 
killed 
me, 
and what I did was in self-defense 
He had threatened ray 
life 
on 
so 
many occasions that I cannot recali 
the number, and he tried to disg race 
me. 
He said he would disg race me 
before he left town. 
“This afternoon when he called at 
our home he went into my mother’s 
bedroom and called to me to come 
into the room where he w'as, which I 
did. 
I went 
into 
this 
room 
and 
found him sitting on the sofa. 
He 
told me that he was g oing to leave; 
that he did not care for me any more, 
but that he was g oing to kill me first 
“After a short time he drew a re­ 
volver out of his p ocket and then the 
knife. 
I g ot down on my knees and 
beg g ed him not to kill me. Then he 
laid the revolver and the knife down 
on the center table, and when he did 
so I g rabbed the revolver and shot 
him five times. 
After shooting him 
I g ot the knife and stabbed him.

don’t know how many times.”

New’ York, May 6.—While a child’s 
clothes shouia be dainty and pretty, 
their chief requisites are simplicity 
and comfort. All children lov e pretty 
things and take more or less pride in 
being well dressed, but they are also 
activ e little creatures and resent hav ­ 
ing to consider garm ents before their 
pleasure in play. Therefore the play 
frocks should be a large item in the 
outfit for the coming summer, which 
is the season of v acation and long 
hours spent out of doors.

The play frock need nev er be ugly, 
for among the utility m aterials offer­ 
ed there are the checked and striped 
ginghams of neat 
patterns, 
pretty 
percales in fine design, 
poplins 
in 
plain and mixed colors, and for v ery 
hai’d wear the galetas. 
These goods 
will be made up in the plainest fash­ 
ion. 
A neat little dress for tha play 
ground w^as made of brown and white 
gingham, with a panel both front and 
back, and tw'o gores at each side in 
one with 
the 
waist 
portion. 
The 
sleev es hav e one seam and of full 
length, while the neck is in square 
shape. 
The neck, the belt and the 
sleev e bands were finishd with bands 
of the goods cut on the bias. 
A play dress of dark blue linen of a 
not too heav y weight had its body and 
sleev e caps cut in one. The front and 
back of the bodice had a few gathers 
held in place un^er the round neck 
band of white linen. 
Under a low 
belt of w’hite linen the straight-cut 
skirt is gathered on to the waist. This 
little 
dress 
may 
be worn with a 
guimpe of w^hite lawn or without one 
in the v ery warmest days. About two 
yards and a quarter of material, thir­ 
ty-six inches wide, will be needed for 
its construction. 
A little frock intended for a tiny tot 
of three years has a gathered^ body 
and skirt in one attached to a shallow 
round yoke. The sleev es are long, of 
bishop style, w’ith tiny turnback cuffs 
of embroidery and the neck is fin­ 
ished with a v ouiié collar of embroid­ 
ery. 
A hemstitched hem is used on 
the skirt. 
Appropriate as well for 
nice wear as for play house, it could 
be constructed from 
Persian 
lawn 
and trimmed with Swiss embroidery; 
tiny hemstitched tucks on both waist 
and skirt would be pretty. 
A garment that is particularly cbn- 
v enient and much used for the past 
few’ years for out door play is the 
romper suit. 
There is a dress prop­ 
er and a detachable pair of bloomers. 
The dress has a plain body portion 
W’ith a Gibson plait ov er each shoul­ 
der extending to the belt that lies 
;Fust below the hips and under which 
is attached the plain plaited skirt. 
The bloomers are buttoned to the belt 
beneath. 
With these romper dresses 
no petticoats are needed. 
Sometimes 
the rompers are made v ery full and 
no skirts are w’cm. 
For v ery young 
girls this is frequently done. 
The 
romper suit is as popular 
for 
the 
small boy as for his sister, and, ex­ 
cept for the skirt and Gibson plait, is 
made in a similar fashon. 
The sailor suit is a most popular 
one for the small boys’ suit and for 
summer wear should be made from 
galatea, heav y linen, pique or repp. 
If a woolen suit is desired blue serge 
Is about the best material 
to 
use, 
while the shield and collar could be 
of 
white. 
Many 
nautical 
designs, 
such as anchors, fiags, etc., can be 
bought in the shops and sewed on, or 
they may 
embroidered hy hand. 
For the more dressy modes there 
are 
the 
lawns, organdies, dimities, 
batistes and 
linens. 
Some of the 
flouncing with small designs are v ery 
dressy, and dimity when 
made 
up 
ov er a lining of color or a silk slip 
is dainty. 
Trimmings 
in 
children’s 
clothes 
should be simple, av oiding all fussi­ 
ness. 
A collar and cuffs of embroid­ 
ery or lace or a bit of braiding will 
be sufficient, or perhaps, a few yards 
of a contrasting color. Fine machine 
stitching will often be sufficient and 
is especially g o o d on plain colored 
goods, such as zephyrs 
and 
light- 
w’eigbt linens.

in m ine No. 3 of the Palos Coal and 


Coke com pany a t Pkloe, tw enty m iles 
from B irm ingham , a t 1 o’clock last 
afternoon, entom b ed, it is estim ated, 
forty-five w hite m en and nine’^y ne­ 
groes. 
It is feared tha t all in the 
m ine have b een killed. 
T he expiosion is b elieved to have 
b een caused b y gas and dust. 
It hap­ 
pened a t a tim e when em ployes w ere 
not supposed to b e shooting in the 
m ines. 
T he explosion w as of such terrific 
force tha t Sam uel Goolsb y, a justice 
of the peace and rural free delivery 
c arrie r, 200 yards from the m outh of 
the m ine, w alking on the raUroad 
track , was in stan tly killed, his b ody 
b eing b urned alm ost to a crisp. 
T he scene ef the accident is in the 
sam e d istrict w here occurred recently 
the explosion a t the M ulga m ine, in 
w hich forty-oim m en lost the ir lives. 
T he en tire section of the country 
w as startled b y the explosion, people 
for several m iles aw ay feeling it. 
As 
soon as the noise of the explosion 
died out w om en, m en and children 
gathered a t the m outh of the m ines, 
and the re w as great w ailing. 
M essages to B irm ingham and vari­ 
ous pa rts of the d istric t soon started 
rescuing parties to the scene of the 
d isaster. 
T he F risco got a special 
tra in together w hich reached Palos in 
a short tim e w ith a num b er of phy­ 
sicians, m ine operators and a ssist­ 
ants. 
' The rescue w ork w as slow. 
The 
helm ets w ere b rought into use', hut a 
cave-in of a few hundred feet in the 
m ine caused Im pedim ent to the pas­ 
sage of fresh air. 
A m an and a m ule, b oth dead, w ere 
found, b ut could not b e handled b e­ 
cause of the b ad air. 
T he wom en and children w ere k ept 
aw ay from the m outh of the m ines so 
as not to im pede the rescue work. 
A t 
dark 
not* a b ody had b een 
b rought oui of the m ines and there 
w as n ot the least hope tha t any of 
the entom b ed m en could b e alive. 
By 8 o’clock the rescuing parties 
had passed three b odies of dead m en, 
b ut no effort w as m ade to pick them 
up. 
Tw o m em b ers of the rescuing par­ 
ties w ere overcom e b y after-dam p in 
the m ines, and three others, in gefc^' 
ting aw ay from the foul air, cam e 
n ear succum b ing. 
T he first aid to the injured socie­ 
ties from all parts of the m ining dis­ 
tric t are assistin g in the rescue work. 
E . H . Cox, general superin ten d en t of 
the cb al m ines of the T ennessee Coal, 
Iron and R ailroad com pany, w as one 
of the leaders in the rescue w ork. 
M any 
of 
the 
m en in the m ines 
w orked w ith num b ers, hence it is dif­ 
ficult to get a com plete list of those 
entom b ed.

The m ine in on a m a in ta in side. 
A ssistant S tate M ine. Inspector Bob 
N eal, who w as on the sdpne w ithin a 
few hours a fte r the e^rolosion, said 
tha t the m ines had b een inspected a 
short tim e since. 
H e wb uld not, in 
the m idst of the excitem ent, give any 
opinion as to w hat cansb d the explo­ 
sion, b ut he expressed doub t if any 
of the entom b ed m en w ef alive. 
T he Red Cross society has w ork­ 
ers on the scene, going* jthrough the 
cam p, w here there is desolation and 
despair, w ailing and m o vin g, offer­ 
ing such succor as posslt» le to those 
in distress.

An official statem en t b y Felix Dren- 
nen, secretary and tre a sure r of the 
Palos Coal and Coke com pany, says 
the com pany’s rolls shofv 110 m en 
w ere a t work in the No. 3 fmine a t the 
tim e of the explosion..

need $5,000,000,000 for cars, locomo­ 
tives, roadbed, improvements and op­ 
erating material. 
“The railroads will be at a loss to 
get this revenue unless they have 
higher rates. 
If they do not obtain 
this sum for increased facilities some­ 
thing serious is likely to happen. But 
at any rate, if the railroads are in any 
way, by congress or otherwise, denied 
this increased revenue for constantly 
increasing expenses, the loss will fall 
on the people. 
They will be greater 
suffeters than the railroads.”
